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Senate Passes Bill 
For College Aid 


WASHINGTON (BP) — The 
Senate passed (65 to 17) a bill 


(S. 1241) to provide $2.67 bil- 


lion in loans and scholarships 
to aid the nation’s colleges. 

During the debate amend- 
ments that raised the “religi- 
ous issue” were defeated. One 
of them, offered by Sen. Pat: 
McNamara (D., Mich.) would 
have provided aid for public 
elementary and‘ second- 
ary schools. If this amendment 
had received serious considera- 
tion it would have raised the 
problem of federal aid to paro- 
chial schools. 

The other amendment that 
raised the church-state issues 
was offered by Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin (D., N. C.). It would have 
restricted the loans to public 
colleges. . 

The Ervin amendment was de- | 
feated by a vote of 72 to 15. | 

Previously an amendment of- | 
fered by Sen. Wayne Morse (D., 
Ore.) and Sen. Lister Hill (D., 
e ex-

The Morse-Hill amendments

JFK Asks For 


More Education 


WASHINGTON (BP)—Presi- 
dent Kennedy has sent a mes- 
sage to Congress for a’ vast 
comprehensive program of fed- 
eral aid to education. Although 
he left out parochial schools 
from his program of aid to the 
general educational system of 
the nation, many church-state 
problems are involved in much 
of the remainder. ' 

The President's expanded 
Program includes a five-fold 
program to improve the qual- 
ity of teaching in the elemen- 
tary schools. No distinction is 
made here between public and 
private schools. The President 
recommended: 

Lists Program 

(1) Annual awards of ‘2,500 
Scholarships to outstanding tea- 
chers for a year of full-time 
study; 

(2) ¥stablishment of insti- 
tutes at colleges and universi- 
ties for teachers of subjects in 
which improvement is needed; 

(3) Grants to colleges to pay 
for part of the cost of special 
projects; 

(4) Amendment of the coop- 
erative research act to develop 
projects of research on better 
ways to teach; and 

(5) Grants to local public 
school systems for experimen- 
tal projects to improve teach- 
ing in elementary and second- 
ary schools. 

The President's program to 
aid higher education includes 
loans for construction of aca- 
demic facilities and scholar- 
ships for students. The provi- 
sions include both public and 
sectarian colleges and univer- 
sities.

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An ‘Hour of Power’ In Every Church 


In most Southern Baptist churches Wednesday- night is 
prayer meeting night. This is also true in most other 
evangelical churches. In some groups, however, and in 
some areas, the mid-week service has béen abandoned. 
‘ Even in churches which maintain prayer meetings it 
is usually the service of smallest attendance, and church 
leaders sometime are tempted to feel that continuing it 
is hardly: worth the effort, Yet, it is our conviction, that 
to allow the prayer meeting to die is one of the greatest 
tragedies that can come to a church. 

There is an old saying that attendance at the Sunday 
morning worship service reveals the popularity of the 
church; attendance at the Sunday evening service reveals 
the popularity of the pastor, and attendance at the prayer 
meeting service reveals the popularity of God. Using 
stick would reveal strange things in 
some churches. The pressures of present day living and 
American television habits sometimes have a disastrous 
effett on prayer meeting attendance. 

Family Night 

Many churches, especially in the urban areas, have 
enlisted attendance at the mid-week service by adopting 
the family night plan, with a meal served, and meetings 
of Sunday school workers and, sometimes, of other organ- 
izations, before the prayer meeting service. Some church- 
es, especially in the rural areas, may not find it possible 
to conduct their services in this manner, since chores on 





the farm may keep people from coming early. We believe, |: 
however, that any church, anywhere, can develop and]: 


maintain a successful prayer meeting. How can it be 
done? What should a prayer meeting be if it is to reach 
people, and become an effective part of the church pro- 
gram? The suggestions which follow are the writer's 
own ideas, and may not be acceptable to all persons. Ex- 
perience has taught this ohe preacher that these plans 
will work in some churches. Somehow, we ar® convinced 
that they might work in most churches. 

Unlike Other Services 

First of all, while the prayer meeting is another wor- 
ship service, it is unlike other services. It is not another 
preaching or evangelistic service, although these elements 
may sometimes be included in it. It should have less for- 
mality than the Sunday services of the church. The sing- 
ing of songs and hymns the people love should be includ- 
ed. There may be special music but it is not necessary. 
There might also be a choir, but this would probably be 
exceptional.. 

Much time should be given to prayer. This is a pray- 
er meeting. Why not make it that? There should be sev- 
eral prayers, and perhaps some seasons of prayer, with 
more than one person participating. It is well to have 


"one or more times when requests are made, for nothing 


blesses this service more than the uniting of hearts in sup- 
plication for those who are sick, in sorrow, or have bur- 


dens, needs or problems, Special needs of the church | 


such. as revivals, organizations, programs, problems or pro- 
jects, should be remembered as the need arises. A church 
in prayer is a church invoking the blessings and guidance 
of God for its program, its people and others.

Our Sin Has Found Us Out

The writer of the Book of Numbers spoke an eternal 
truth when he penned the words, “Be sure your sins will 
find you out.” Full many a time this truth has come to 
haunt us. 

_ This truth is coming home to Baptists in the matter 
of objecting to the Government giving away surplus prop- 
erty; at least it should be bothering some. 

To set the scene: Last August bills were introduced 
in ‘the 87th Congress which would “authorize the Admin- 
istrator of the Veterans’ Affairs to convey certain prop- 
erty to Layola University of Chicago.” The certain pro 
erty is a tract of land measuring out to be 79 acres. Layola 
University is a Catholic institution. If the “give away” 
is not acted on by Congress, it can be done by administra- 
tive action. i ’ as 

The Veterans Administration is convinced that it has 
a feed case in its proposéd transfer of the 79 acres. The 
VA Administrator, J. S. Gleason, Jr., cites a document 
prepared in 1961 by the Department of Health, Education 
and. Welfare for Senator Barry Goldwater. The docu- 
ment, published in the: Congressional Record, cites 488 
grants to institutions of 35 denominations. under the Sur- 

lus Property Act. Several of the Baptist institutions 
ave replied to the document stating their involvement. 
Many were perfectly in ag for they paid the fair price 
for the property received. Some even did the Government 
a favor in picking up that: property the Government no 
longer needed. Seyeral of the Baptist institutions have 
not stepped forth with an explanation—even after it was 
called to their attention by the Baptist Press. This leads 
one to believe that they could have received special favors 
from the Gove: in the transfer of the property.

_ ‘THE KINGDOM 


The “Kingdom” is not to be 
equated with the “church.” Ac- 
tually in the larger sense the 
“Kingdom of God" is the rule 
of God in His universe and over 
and over all created beings, of 
which the church is a spiritual 
element. Some would distin- 
guish between the kingdom of 
God and the “kingdom af heav- 
But an analysis reveals 
that the various gospels record 
these terms as interchangeable 
within thé same teaching of 
Jesus (cf. Mark 4:30-32 and Matt. 
1331-32.) 

-In its (kingdom) final state 
God will reign over a redeemed 
creation (Rom. 8:19-22; II Pet. 
3:13, Rev. 21:1); over Satan; his 
angels, and the unregenerate in 


‘| hell (I Cor, 15:24-28; Phil. 2:10- 


11; Rev. 20:10-15); and in heaven 
over the holy angels and the re- 
deemed of all ages (Rev. 21-22). 

When Jesus came He did so 
to establish God’s reign, not on- 
ly in men’s hearts, but over all 
things in the universe. Each 
time a ‘soul submits to Christ 
he willingly submits to God’s 
rule. As such he becomes a 
part of the church general. But 
in the end all,*either. willingly 
or unwillingly, will acknowledge 
Jesus as Lord and Christ to 
the glory of God the Father 

(Phil. 2:10-11). ‘ 

This does not mean universal 
salvation. The saved will have 
submitted to God by faith prior 
to Jesus’ second! coming. The 
lost will be submitted to an 
| acknowledgement of God's rule 
by force, the force of God's will, 
at the final judgment.

, To Be Ready : 

I. To be ready for heaven, one must first 
accept Christ as his Saviour.

For the first time | since 
early years of pioneering, Sou- 


thern Baptist missionaries inj; 


Italy are engaged in a pro- 
gram of direct evangelism as 
their main responsibility. Rev. 
and Mrs. Stanley Crabb, Jr., 
have just moved to Matera to 
serve with the Baptist church 
and student hostel there and 
to.'seek to open new work in 
the area. 

They are also the first Sou- 
thern Baptist’ missionaries’ to 
live in southern Italy, where 
Baptist work is less developed. 
The decision to locate in the | 
Matera area resulted from con- 
sultations among the Italian 
Baptist Union, the Italian Bap- 
tist Mission (organization of 
Southern Baptist missionaries) 
and the Crabbs themselves. 

Southern Baptist began 
mission work in Italy in 1870, 
but since-the first of this cen- 
tury missionaries have been 
primarily concerned with train- 
ing Italian Baptist leaders and 
assisting with the publication 
of @hristian ijterature. In 1956, 
after a survey revealed no 
Baptist work in 63 of Italy’s 
92 provinces, the Baptist Union 
expressed to the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board a desire for evange- | 
listic missionary couples.
